PREFACE 


After written requests from friends, this servant has compiled 
( with their translations in Urdu) these duas, which the Chief 
of the Worlds, Rasulullaah (S.A.W.) used to read, these duas 
were recited as the time and place demanded. 


It is known that by giving thought to the meanings of these 
duas the great teachings of Islam are learnt and by pondering 
on the meaning of these duas; great spiritual heights can be 
achieved. 


Since man is the creation of Allaah, it is obligatory for Him to 
understand that peace and comfort also comes from Allaah and 
upon receiving these, he should thank and remember Allaah at 
all times and situations and constantly testify that he is the 
servant of Allaah and that He is the only One worthy of 
worship. 


In various places in these duas one will find testimony 
regarding the Oneness of Allaah and the servant is to 
acknowledge his hopelessness. One must be certain that the 
guide of the universe Rasulullaah (S.A.W.) did not leave any 
good of the world or the Akhirat that was not asked for. The 
Ummat should learn these duas and recite them at the correct 
time and place, firstly to adhere to the Sunnat of Rasulullaah 
(S. A.W. ) which is the best way to reach Allaah and secondly 
these duas are accepted loved by Allaah for these are the 
words Allaah Himself inspired Rasulullaah

Besides these, the duas of Rasulullaah (S.A.W. ) which 
comprise all what is between this world and the Akhirat and 
not connected to any situation or place have been recorded in 
the Ahadith Books. 


Mulla Ali Qari in his ’Al-Hizbul-Azam” and Hadhrat Hakim 
Umaat Moulana Thanvi (R.A.) in his “Munajat-e-Maqbul” 
compiled these duas and divided them into seven manzils for 
the week. Both these books should be recited constantly. 


This servant has personally checked and written each dua from 
the books of Ahadith, not relying, listening from or taking 
them from certain books, hence the reference on each dua. 
Also the duas that have become famous, but are not found in 
the books on Ahadith are omitted. Thus only the duas included 
in the books on Ahadith are included herein. 


One speciality of this compilation is the virtues, rewards and 
etiquettes of the duas have been mentioned. Certain duas 
narrated by the Sahaba (R.A.) are indicated with brief notes.
